ON THE FARM! 


Many great indiistrirlists 
have run Uieii factories as near 
ly n;-. possible in accordauvo 
with the priucipie set down iu 
the words, “Tlurefore, ail things 
whatsoc\er ye would Huit men 
should do to you, dfj yc even so 
to them.” Tlieir unusually line 
treatment their eiuiiloyees 
iiati been heralded from tiie cob 
umntops. 

However, there is an employ¬ 
er who seldom makes the head¬ 
lines unless a drouth, dust 
-itorin, flood, or tornado plays 
havoc with his plans. I refer 
to the average fanner who em¬ 
ploys fi'om oneto three men as 
‘hired help.” 

Most of thLse employers lre.it 
their help well but cccasionally 
will bg found onj w'lio hai found 
chat it pays in dollars and cents 
as well as in othcy ways, to pay 
them a little more than exist¬ 
ence wages- 

Beit Finch of Sidn-.- Centre. 
N.Y. is sucli a farmer. Altho 
‘Bert started from “scratch” 
.laying to borrow' money with 
which to buy his first team, he 
is today considered tj be one of 
-he most prosperous farmers in 
che community . He has not 
made his money on “trades” or 
'deals” but by hard work-hand 
V /. k, liead work, heart work, 

“Bert” and “Nettie" (Iiecause 

e gives niucii credit' to liis loyal 
wife) have added three farms 
to tho one they originally owned 
and h ;ve tlieir modern c nveii- 
iencj iiu-Iuding a radio iu tlie 
barn to anu.se the “help" and 
content the c(;ws. 

Most of the farmers here¬ 
about; pay thtir help in goods 
and ca h. Tne usual ; nange- 
ment being “liouse rent, wood 
potatoes, and milk and ;;0 or 35 
loilars a montli in citsh. Most ol 
the employees manage keep 
their families on tliis alth'.u .h 
IS you mighf imagine, after the 
gn-joi'y bill is paid lliore i-sn’t 
much jefl for clothing and lunr 
itm-c t;) say i olhiuu o[ luxuries. 

“Bei I" pays his tenant 1 armor 
50 dollars in ci'sh iMiside,-* house 
rent etc. He ;;ays, "You kn jw 
wfiitm y**'-* Hie right thing by 
your heli> ymi dun'l ii i.e to v.or 
I'y about tlieni wi.'i'king in .I'our 
ihtoresL Mfiun I g> over the h‘Il 
and heal George a .sin *in’ to tiie 
toj) of his lungs folowing the 
horses draggin’, 1 know he’s lian 
py and really workin’ for me. 
If 1 went o.er there and he was 
cussin’ at the horses and jerkin’ 
them around I k ow neither of 
them are earnin’ much for me- 

”1 always pay my hel]) well 1 e 
cause it w'as tlie right thing to 
do. After afi thesp years I know 
it’s a good sense too. Unr Hy 1 
get good men or soon afti/* 1 get 
them, they get to lie goo 1 intn. 
Marvin was wfilh nie fifteen 
years, raired up a nice family 
and saved up enough o start in 
by himself.” 

I couldn’t help saying. “HeiA if 
al] employers were like you, 
would pay as you pay and treat 
employees otherwise a; they 
themselves would lik: to be 
treated, there would be practic¬ 
ally no labor trouble in America 
less waste, and more pro per 
ity.”

'file Town otficials liave been 
the 1 ; rget of a great deal ol 
sharp criticism duriiig the past 
few weeks over taxes and ai" 
rear:',. While they h.'>vo been 
doing only what the la.v rf 
(piires in this resp.ct uninform¬ 
ed taxpayers have beCo svh>uI- 
ing long and loud about their 
lack of consideration, their lack 
of feeling, and their lack of 
go;.d judgment. To the jHvtplw' 
who uderstand the . ituation 
thc^o rash statements are not 
Hirthcoining, and to aid to a 
belter knowledge of the law. es¬ 
pecially w’illi ies|K'cl to arrears 
it might be well to reprint here 
that jHirtion of it which deals 
directly with this question. 

Section 3C2 of the Town and 
N illngc.'* Act under the heading 
“Interest on Tpxes in Arrears, 
i*eads as follows. 

“In the event of any Uixes 
remaining uni)aid after the 
thirty-first day of Decemlier of 
llio ycr-r for which they are lev 
ied, there shall I)e a<i(ied thereto 
by w'ay of penalty a sum equal 
to lour pej- centum of the am¬ 
ount of taxes remainng unpaid, 
and in the event of any taxes 
Or 1 enalties or any part thereof 
remaining unpaid on the first 
day of July next following, 
there shall be added thereto by 
wa^^. of |>enalty an additional 
sum equal to four l>cr centum 
of the amount of such taxes and 
l>enaltie3 remaining unpaid at 
that date manner 

there shall he added lour per 
centum of any taxes or penalt¬ 
ies remaining unpaid half-year 
ly on the first days of January 
and July in each year follow- 
ing. 

The i>eiuiJt 3 - was reduced 
from o to four per cent only 
last year. This is the LAW, 
and in adding the e i)e;'alties 
oll’icials are only carrying out 
; instructions from the law mak¬ 
ers. Now take any sum, and 
add V>ur per cent to it twice 
each yeai’, and see how' rapidly 
it climbs, and then you wdll not 
be so surprised at the totals of 
lax notices after three, four or 
five years of non-paynunt. 

There is another angle. Taxes 
form the s<nirce of revenue for 
operation of j^ublic services in 
eluding .schools. When taxes aie 
not paid the credit of the corp¬ 
oration must be used to borrow 
This money costs interest. Tliis 
means higher taxes, more ex-

A description of some of the 
work bjing: done l>y the KHrdeir 
era on the Station durinjr the 
month of AuRUst might he of 
interest to some of oiip readei-a. 
It is at this time that Imdding 
of our appb rnd plum stock is 
done* (IraftiiiR is <lone at an¬ 
other reason of the yoHi*. 

The seed is planted a year 
prel/ious and the seedliiiR^- are 
about one to twy feet high wlun 
the budding is carried out. Var 
ieties of apples and plums do 
not come true from seed, so any 
particulai- variety must bo proir 
agnted by either grafting o*' 
budding. One of (mr gardeners 
has furnished the following de¬ 
scription of the method of in¬ 
serting the bud from the |)ar- 
ticular variety desired. 'J'his is, 
as indicated below, inserted an 
inch 0|* two from the gtound 
and the following spring tiie 
seedling is cut off an inch or 
So above the bud and the new 
tree is started from this single 
bud. 

In thj process of budding the 
Bud sticks are taken from the 
current year’s growth. The 
leaves are all cut *dr as toon as 
the bud stick is removed from 
the tree. If th > leaves are left 
on they (luickly draw out all 
lli^ plant liquids and leave the 
stick dry and pivctically useless 
A half-inch stub is left on the 
bud stick when the leaf blade is 
removed; this facilitates handl¬ 
ing and placing the bud. The 
budding men have found it of 
extreme importance to k^ej) the 
bud sticks moist after they her/c 
been cut from the tree by car¬ 
rying them in a container of 
water or in wet rags, 

When the bu'ld r relicts his 
bud sticks lie chooses the strong 
est growing .sluads, those on 
which the Imds aie ivunio and 
firm^ l)o?sossing a mature ap¬ 
pearance. Tile buds near the 
tip and b.^se of the shoots nic 
generally discai'deJ. 

Tlie seedling i.s cleai e 1 of a-l 
basal branches to alTor-.I a clre.n 
area low (.n the irunk for pi c 
ing the bud. A T•^ut i . then 
nvule by making the t an.s\erse 
cut first and then drawing the 


longitudinal cut 

to tiu' former* The incision is 
lu'voi made deeiier than the 
bark, the wood under the hark 
must be Ijft smooth. The two 
flaps formed by the T-cut are 
rolled hack with the back of a 
knife and the bud slip|H?d into 
idace. 

'File bud is cut by holding the 
stick with the buds |>ointing to 
the worker’s l>ody, placing the 
iluimb of the knife holding hand 
b low the bud stick, and draw¬ 
ing the knife upwaids well l>e‘ 
low the l)ud. The small particle 
of woixl left under the bud h 
easily removed from the bud by 
slightly rolling the bark back 
The bud is then ready to insert 
in the I't’Ut on the seedling. 

After the bud is in i rapnr p.'f 
it ion, it is firmly tied with f 
niblK*r band. It is of greatest 
importance that tha bands b( 
fresh and springy. With the rub 
bei' and' cut, it is used to tie thi 
bud in place by starting at the 
iMittom, stretching it, winding i 
about the loose end and contin 
uing to wrap it around until 
there are two or thre.> turns of 
the rubber band alxive the hud 
and ihe loose end is tucked unc 
er the la t loop. Care is taken 
to pi event wrapi>ing th,; ruljbe 
liand over the b.d, but only tin 
bark aliove an 1 beiow it^ 
Covering the bud after it ir 
tied with thin grafting wax o' 
molted parowax is a good prac¬ 
tice, particularly in a dry sea 
son as we are now expvi’icncing 
The wax jirevents the bud fron 
drying out l>efore it unites with 
the stock
